While Federal officials busied 
themselves today with the draft 
of preliminary regulations for the 
administration of the Industrial 
Recovery Act, the question of 
whether or not the automobile in- 
dustry would submit a trade prac- 
tice code under the terms of the 
law remained a wide open one. 
Despite all that has been said and 
written to the contrary, the in- 
dustry may essay to operate un- 
der the provisions of the act 
without any formal agreement 
among its members. 

This, of course, applies to the 
motor car manufacturing indus- 
try rather than to allied and sub- 
sidiary enterprise since the rub- 
ber manufacturers, parts makers 
and dealers all are known to be 


definitely engaged in the formu- 
lation of trade practice agree- 
ments. 


Failure of the motor makers to 
subject their operations to the in- 
fluence of a definite code, it is 
pointed out here, would in nowise 
handicap their determination to 
co-operate with the administra- 
tion of the act.

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Freight Rate Cut 
On Cars Ordered 


Washington, June 20.—The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
ordered western railroads to re- 
vise, by September 8, present all- 
rail and lake-and-rail rates on 
passenger automobiles from Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Indiana, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio and New York to 
points in Idaho. 

The commission found that ex- 
isting all-rail rates exceeded 
charges based upon the first class 
rate scales prescribed in the so- 
called western trunk line class 
rate case. Lake-and-rail were 
found to be unreasonable because 
they exceeded rates based on a 
five-cent differential under the 
all-rail charges.

The number of 
units financed at wholesale in 
April this year totaled 131,953 
against 101,345 in March of which 
only 42.12 per cent were new cars, 
and 155,691 in April last year. 
New car retail financing volume 
in dollars in April this year 
totaled $28,229,388 against $31,- 
835,792 in April last year and 
$19,465,582 in March this year. 
The number of cars financed at 
retail in April this year was 
55,578 against 38,329 in March 
and 57,661 in April last year. The 
volume of retail financing of used 
cars in April was $16,093,060 
against $13,326,950 in March and 
$23,066,269 in April last year. 
The number of used cars financed 
in April was 73,110 against 
60,514 in March and 93,398 in 
April last year.

If the automotive industry does 
decide to present a trade code, 
particular interest attaches to 
the question of whether it will be 
horizontal or vertical in form. 
The former relates to a series of 
codes, one from each of the al- 
lied or subsidiary branches and 
relating to its own distinct opera- 
tions. A vertical code would be 
one relating to all of the prac- 
tices of each of the related groups 
and worked out jointly by all of 
them. 

While many potential advan- 
tages are seen for a joint code, | 
worked out on the vertical basis, | 
it is admitted here that there are 
many points of difference in the 
interests of the different groups | 
as well as in their methods of | 
operation. 

This circumstance tends to} 
strengthen the odds in favor of | 
separate and individual codes, | 
particularly when viewed in con- | 
junction with the fact that the| 
motor manufacturers may under- 
take to get along without a 
formal agreement.

tionably consult with a National 
Automobile Dealers Association 
committee and with committees 
representing parts and material 
suppliers. From this may arise 
a vertical code which will apply 
original equipment, manufacture 
to all factors in the industry— 
and distribution by the factories, 
and retail selling by the dealers 
in the field. 


There is little likelihood that 
Government intervention will be
